but ihe cause of t r u t h , and the best and 
dearest interests of the c o m m u n i t y , at 
a hazaid to w h i c h fatuity alone could 
be insensible. 


The 
misrepresentations of a public 


journal, pi-oft.-;si!ig to speak thii lan- 
mia^e of the President of the United 
Stales, and published under his eye, 
ha\e presented to me the alternative, ol 
s u b m i t t i n g to an i m p u t a t i o n , alike dis- 
honorable and u n f o u n d e d in fact, or of 
meeting the issue which, has been ten- 
dered to me u n d e r the alleged authori- 
ty of that hi t^h officer. Ill do not shrink 
from this unequal strife, it is because 
I have a confidence which has never 
wavered, in the intelligence of my coun- 
trymen, a firm and u n s h a k e n reliance 
i n ' t h e justice of that t r i b u n a l , uhose 
hijrh prerogative it is at all limes, and 
under all circumstances, to vindicate 
the cause of tru'h. 


I have studiously abstained from any 


effort to excite public feeiinu; in rela- 
tion to the dissolution of the late Cabi- 
net. 
I have fell that the question of its 


propriety 
v, us one, the 
decision of 


w h i c h belonged alone to the American 
People. 
Personally I have not been 


disposed to deny the right of the Pres 
idem to exercise his own Iree will, as 
well in ihe change, us in ihe original se- 
lection of his Cabinet; and with a per- 
fect sense of the delicacy of my own 
situation, I would have been at all 
timea a reluctant witness in the investi- 
gation of the causes v. hich led to the 
recent events.

that which was directly in conflict with 
mv convictions of truth—and finally to 
be called to vindicate my own claim to 
veracity, assailed as it is under the al- 
leged a u t h o i i t y of the President of the 
United States, or to submit to an im- 
putaiion \\hich no honorable man may 
bear. 
I mistake the character o! the

To a g e n t l e m a n h i g h in the confidence 
u l ' t h e President, and to a distinguished 
citizen of my own State. 1 submitted 
the i n q u i r y , w h e t h e r , w i t h this view of 
the Cabinet which the President hud 
selected,! could w i t h propriety become 
a member of it. 
The former express- 


ed his derided conviction, founded on 
a long and i n t i m a t e knowledge ol the 
President's character, that he would 
himself speedily see, and correct the e- 
vil. 
The l a t t e r urged the peculiar re- 


lations of Georgia w i t h the General 
Government, as presenting a strong 
cLiim u p o n me not to refuse the invi- 
t a t i o n w h i c h had been tfiven to me. 
I 


yielded to these suggestions, and look 
my place in the Cabinet, w i t h a firm de- 
termination lo avoid the controversies 
w h i c h I feared might occur. 
To that 


d e t e r m i n a t i o n I have steadily adhered 
Associating on terms of courtesy w i t h 
my colleagues, my official intercourse 
w i t h them was never interrupted by 
discord. 


If there were any combinations grow- 


ing out of the supposed conflict between 
the interests of Mr. Calhoun and Mr. 
Van Bnren, f had no part in them — 
and as l i t t l e in ihe supposed measures 
of that character, h u v i n g for their ob- 
ject lo coerce Major Eaton to retire 
from the Cabinet—or to exclude bis 
family from the society of Washington 
With mine they clid not associate ; but 
no advance had been made on either 
side, and their actual relation seemed 
therefore to f u r n i s h no just ground ol 
offence to either party. 
In this posture 


of things, and shortly after I had given 
an evening party to w h i c h Mrs Ealon 
had iiot been invited, I received and 
beard with infinite surprise the message 
of Col-Johnson. 


I could make no mistake as lo its 


character, for there was a direct and re- 
pealed reference 
f.o the large parlies, 


which had been then recently given by 
Messrs. Branch and Ingham, and my- 
self. 
Such a mistake, if it had been 


one. would have been i n s t a n t l y correc- 
ted, from the nature of my reply.

the complaint had been of a combina- 
tion to evict tMnjor En I on from office, and 
not to err/We his fami!i; from society, the 
reference to these evcnintr parties would 
have been idle : and my declaration that 
T would not permit the President to 
control the local intercourse of myself 
and family, would have befn instantly 
met by an explanation, which would 
have removed the impression from the 
minds of Messrs. Branch and InghaiTi, 
and mv.self.

A d m i t t i n g t h a t sufficient 


atonement had been made for the indig- 
nity offered by the message sent thro' 
Col. Johnson, there was a p c i p c t u a l lia- 
b i l i t y to the lecurrence of s i m i l a r out- 
rage. 
I believed it. therefore, to be my 


d u t y to rel'u-e. My friends thought oth- 
erwise, and my own sense of what the 
inleiests of Georgia at that particular 
crisis required, induced me to repress 
my feelings. 


When at a subsequent period, the 


controversy occurred between the Pres- 
ident and \'ice President, I thought I 
saw in this, the evidence of an inten- 
tion again 
to agitate the 
question, 


which by the agency of the personal 
friends of General Jackson, had been 
before 
happily repressed. 
The con- 


nection of Mr. Crawford w i t h this con- 
troversy, and my own relation to Gen. 
Jackson, forbade me to take any part 
in it—and I studiously avoided all in- 
terference, except to deprecate 
Mr. 


Calhoun's publication. 
I lelt Wash- 


ington on the fourth day of April, one 
day after ?Uajor Eaton had announced 
to the President his detei ruination to 
resign, according to the statement in 
his (Maj. Eaton's) letter of resignation, 
and not the slightest intimation was 
given to me of the intended change in 
the Cabinet. 
But when I saw the cor- 


respondence between the President and 
the several Heads of Departments, I 
could not doubt for a moment how, and 
by whom, 
the dissolution had been 


produced. 
I did not feel at liberty to 


express my views generally, until my 
return to Washington should enable me 
to dissolve my connection with the 
Piesidcnt; but to a few friends who 
had the right to understand my actual 
position, I staled the u t t e r impossibili- 
ty of my continuance in the Cabinet, 
unless the President could place the re- 
tirement of my colleagues on other 
grounds 
than those which I believed 


to have occasioned it, ancl such as I 
could approve. 
In full 
view of the 


speedy dissolution of all connection be- 
tween the President and myself, I avail- 
ed myself of the occasion afforded by 
the kindness of my fellow citizens of 
Savannah, to do an act of justice to his 
public conduct, on a question vitally 
interesting lo the people of Georgia.—• 
If there be any jn.au who is incapable 
of understanding, or of appreciating 
the motive \\hich prompted this act, 
1 cannot envy his feelings, and will not 
attempt to enlighten his understanding. 
I returned to this city, had a conversa- 
tion with the President, of which the 
prominent points are adverted to in 
my letter of resignation which imme- 
diately followed it, and having brought 
up the public business, which wasinar- 
rcar, retired from office. 


While these occurrences were in 


progress. Major Eaton addressed to 
me a letter of like import whh hi.s first 
rommiuiication to Mr. Ingham.

culled upon me 10 sanction or disavow 
the statement of the Telegraph, that

Such is my understanding of the conver- 


sations referred to in your letter.

Russian commaiider-in-cbief, General 
Field Marshal Count Diebilsch Sabal- 
kansky, s u d d e n l y died this day at half 
past 1 o'clock, at his head quarters at 
Klecxewo. 
Until his sudden a t t a c k he 


bad been in perfect health, and on the 
preceding day bad been remarkably 
cheerful at table, when, at 2 o'clock 
tbis morning, be was suddenly attack- 
ed by a d e s t r u c t i v e nr.tlady, which bore 
u n q u e s t i o n a b l e symptoms of cholera 
morbus. 
The. violent attacks of sick- 


ness overcame his powerful constitu- 
t i o n ; and alter a p a i n f u l struggle, and 
w i t h manly composure and t r a n q u i l re- 
signation, lie closed his brilliant and 
active career. 


Tbe army mourns in him a distin- 


guished general and a kind guide, who 
interested himself for all those under 
bis command, treated bis conquered 
fop w i t h a noble feeling peculiar to him- 
self, and sought to lighten the 
hea- 


vy burdens of war to the inhabitants of 
those districts w h i t h e r his glorious ca- 
reer conducted him 


This afllicting death appears to af- 


ford an additional proof that the above 
named malady depends more upon the 
state of the atmosphere and individual 
disposition, than upon contagion, for 
hitherto not a single case of sickness 
had manifested itself at bead quarters. 


PARIS. J u n e 22.— "The l\lessns;er des 


Chnmbres contains the following on the 
death of Marsha! Diebitsch :—"The 
chagrin caused by the dismissal from 
his command, which immediately pre- 
ceded this event, joined to his exces- 
sive indulgence in the use of intoxica- 
ting liquors, appears to have occasion- 
ed the apoplexy which destroyed him. 
Marshal Diebitsch partook of much of 
the character and manners of General 
Blucher. 
He was rather more capa- 


ble of combining a plan of tactics; but 
like Blucher, had the complete manners 
of a soldier, and an active spirit 
He 


was a great eater, and had tbe deplora- 
ble habit of drinking daily after dinner 
several bowls of punch, in order, as he 
said, to promote digestion, and keep off 
ihe cholera morbus. 
His military op- 


erations in Poland were all unfortunate, 
either from miscalculation or bad exe- 
cution. 
It is. however, but just lo take 


into account tbe unforeseen difficulties 
by which he was assailed : in the fir.st 
instance by the sudden thaw, ancl after- 
wards by tbe various insurrections, 
which cut off communications. 
At the 


same time, thwarted by the Russian 
Generals, who were his secrei enemies, 
and by the Grand Duke Michael, a 
Prince brave as any other soldier, but 
incapable of command except upon par- 
ade—seeing an extensive conflagration 
in a part of tbe empire lighted by his 
own faults, or at least, vexed by the 
failure of his attempts lo pass the Vis- 
iuia, his mind became distracted. 
A 


disposition lo apoplexy could nol but 
be increased by so many overwhelming 
cares. Sc by tbe immodei ate use of spir- 
its ; and ihe news of his dismissal and 
the subsnt'iiion in his place of the Rus- 
sian Paskew iiscli. must have been a 
finishing stroke to him. 
Paskewitsch 


is said to be the perfect contra-st lo his 
predecessor, reserved, cool, and sober. 
1 le has hiiherto only distinguished him- 
seil by his conduct in the war against 
the Persians, as Dicbitsch was only 
known bv bis campaign against the 
Turk1-. There is every reason to be- 
lieve that Pask'-w iisoh, as well as his 
predecessor, vvili find in ihe Poles very 
diuVrent warri-M's Irum the Asiatics."'
